On behalf of the frnit growers of the Kootenay and 
Boundary districts a W ritten statement was read the Tariff 
Commissioners while ‘at Nelson that is so interesting and 
instructive that we here give the major portion of it: 

All that the fruit-growing interests in British Columbia 
are asking at the hands of the government is that the 
moderate protection accorded, to other Canadian industries 
should be continued in the case of this industry, a protec- 
tion which safeguards it against disastrous competition 
from other countries, and at the same time does not bear 
hardly on the large body of consumers. 

We submit that the horticultural industry has claims 
which peculiarly entitle it to favorable consideration at the 
hands of the government. In the first place it is an indus- 
try which attracts the best class of settlers to a country, a 
class who in devoting their individual labor to a compara- 
tively small area of Jand, expend large amounts of money 
before reaping any financial return. 

Secondly, their calling entails the employment of a 
greater amount of hired labor, acre for acre, than any form 
of agricultural work, all of which means the distribution of 
additional money in the country itself, and rapid increase 
of population. 

Thirdly, it advertises 
valuable asset of British Columbia, her magnificent climate,
